Its interior 
equipment alone, the Russians said, weighed about half a ton and in- 
cluded a variety of instruments for studying cosmic rays, solar radiation, 
temperature, pressure, and physiological changes in the dog's body. 1 
transmitters sent radio signals (above) which scientists outside Russia 
were having difficulty deciphering. Sputnik [1 was not spherical but elon- 
gated in shape. It followed a more eccentric path than Sputnik I, with a 
low of 140 miles and a high of 1,056 miles, taking 103 minutes to com- 
plete each orbit—seven minutes longer than Sputnik I which, with its 
radio dead, was still going silently around the earth in its pioneer orbit.

The two most powerful men in the world boasted at each other 
last week. Khrushchev brandished his Sputniks, his ICBM, 
his threats of death to capitalism. President Eisenhower re- 
plied with a sober recital of our own might and some encourag- 
ing news of his resolve to recapture technological leadership. 
Since there may be a war, Americans will back every step the 
President has proposed to mobilize our full might, and de- 
mand more. 

But there may not be a war. Khrushchev says he would 
rather “compete” with capitalism. If so, our bloodless strug- 
gle with Communism will prove the decis 

The conqueror of outer space now tells his ragged subjects 
that their terrestrial standard of living will also surpass ours 
in-15 years. The Spuiniks give this old Communist swindle 
a new lease of plausibility. 

The President challenged Khrushchev to match his leap 
into space with a “giant step toward peace.” But can the U.S. 
while maintaining its military preparedness. take a giant step 

toward victory in the bloodless struggle? Congress will soon 
be voting all the money we can use for missil 
other forms of see urity. The presidential leadership everyone 
is clamoring for can have an easy triumph on that front. But 
the kind of leadership the bloodless conte: 
that simple. 

This more difficult form of leadership is needed in a num- 
ber of areas, for example in the settlement of cancerous dis- 
putes such as the Arab-Israeli conflict, through the develop- 
ment of international law.

We propose that this weapon be em- 
ployed in the following drastie manner: that the U.S. declare 
its traditional protectionism at an end, open its shores to the 
free-enterprisers of all nations and embark on a new policy of 
free trade. The purpose is to strengthen our alliances and set 
new standards of world prosperity to which Communism can 
never asp 


e one. 
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When the Eisenhower administration came to office, it 
faced an extraordinary opportunity. This was to combine, in 
a new foreign economic policy, the long-frustrated Republi- 
can faith in free enterprise with the rusting Democ: ma- 
chinery of internationalism. The time was ripe: 
> World trade was shackled by war-born nationalis 
which only the U.S. was powerful enough to loosen. 
> The U.S. economy, cradled in a century of protectionism, 
had become so huge and strong that it must now look to an 
expanding world market for its own continued expans 
> U.S. strategy had become one of alliances in which the 
economic health of our allies was a condition of their reliability. 
> The underdeveloped countries. hell-bent on rapid indus- 
trialization. needed not only our capital and brains. but links 
with a sound world-trading system to reduce the appeal of the 
Communist short cut. A world market for free enterp 
was needed more than ever before. 

But instead of underwriting this need and market with a 
bold new policy, the Eisenhower administration adopted de- 
laying tactics. It took up the old Reeiprocal Trade Agree- 
ments program and copied the Roosevelt-Truman policy of 
keeping Congress satisfied by ample loopholes for anyone se- 
riously affected. 

This venerable act has the important merit of relieving Con- 
gress of the fatal power of setting particular tariff rates. It 
thus serves the national interest in the same sense that a

closing hour limits drunkenness in saloons. But each year 
the closing hour has been getting later. And when RTA comes 
up for renewal again next year, the congressional fight for 
more crippling amendments will be the bitterest yet. 

Last year Iceland almost kicked out our NATO base be- 
cause we would not buy its groundfish; had the President not 
overruled the Tariff Commission, Iceland would now be de- 
pendent on Russia for practically all its fish exports instead of 
only 28% (it used to be zero). Uruguay can’t sell us more 
wool tops than our domestic sheepmen want her to; as a re- 
sult, Uruguay now does 10% or 12% of her trade with Com- 
mur and the Soviet embassy in Montevideo is the most 
active in this hemisphere. The President only last week had 
le whether to overrule, in the national interest, a Tariff 
‘ion finding that imports of wooden clothespins(main- 
ly from Japan) should be limited by a quota. He did overrule 
but then hedged by raising the import duty 10¢ a gross, 

These are the sort of petty grabs and hairbreadth escapes 
on which our foreign economic policy rests. Small wonder 80 
many foreign businessmen mistrust it. The White House has 
tried, within the limits of friendly Republican compromise, 
to keep U.S. trade policy pointed in a liberal direction. Un- 
fortunately its fight now is 100% defensive. 


Our allies, in despair of U.S. leadership, are taking the 
future of free enterprise into their own hands. The Common 
Market and Free Trade Area agreed on in this year’s Rome 
treaties can make Europe as prosperous as the U.S. But 
only if we hold our own trade policies in a broadly liberal di 
rection can we keep Europe's on the same track, and assure 
a benign outcome of this hopeful experiment. 

Fortunately the free world has been enjoying a long boom, 
sparked largely by free enterprise. But this boom now threat- 
ens to dwindle before it has even begun to satisfy the world’s 
unfilled need for trade and investment. Nor has the U.S., the 
supposed headquarters of free enterprise, done nearly what it 
should to stimulate this boom toward its incredibly greater 
potential. A defensive U.S. trade policy represents a failure 
of leadership. The challenge to us now is to take a giant step 
and put our trade policy on the offensive. For that, the time 
is riper than ever. 

This step is to adopt the policy of complete free trade. We 
should declare it toward all countries willing to accept cer- 
tain minimum standards under which free enterprise can 
work. The U.S. gains from such a deal would be immense, 
the costs small. 

Defense? Let the Pentagon name the items it cannot trust 
to free trade and subsidize their domestic production openly 
instead of by tariff. Readjustment? Not more than 100,000 
U.S. jobholders are vitally dependent on tariff protection; 
they could easily be assisted in their transition to new ones. 
Sentiment? Americanism? We are here proposing a new sen- 
timent. a new Americanism, which sees its interest as iden- 
tical with that of all free people who want the enormously 
higher living standards that will accompany a fuller inter- 
national division of labor. 

This is the kind of drastic proposal that is probably not in 
the commonsensical Eisenhower style. It is rather in the in- 
spired style of Woodrow Wilson at his lonely typewriter, or 
Churchill in 1940 offering to merge England and France. We 
suggest. however. that common sense and routine hard work 
alone may not be equal to this occasion. Those admirable 
qualities. of which the Eisenhower administration has a com- 
plete set, can prepare us adequately for war; and in a pinch, 
no doubt, for compromise with the enemy. Wanting no part 
of war and even less of compromise, we suggest to the Presi- 
dent that only bold measures will save us from both.

ARGUING THE CASE 
FOR BEING PANICKY 


Scientist projects blackmail steps 
by which Russia could conquer us 


by GEORGE R. PRICE 


The challenge of Russia's scientific and military achievements has brought 
forth a wide range of reactions. This article presents a strongly worded and 
provocative warning of impending national disaster. Dr. Price, 35, has an 
active background in modern science. At 21 he worked on Manhattan Proj- 
ect, later taught at Harvard and did research at the University of Minnesota. 
He is a fellow of the American Association for the Advancement of Science. 


\T the present time, six weeks after the first Soviet satellite rose into 
outer space, the official Washington reaction seems to be taking the 
form of combined reassurance and warning, In effect what we have been 
told is: “Yes, we are in grave danger that Russia will pull ahead of us— 
unless we work hard and apply our traditional American know-how and 
ingenuity and our superior moral strength in order to win out again as 
we always have in the past.” In his address to the nation last week Presi- 
dent Eisenhower stated the case for a policy of going on much as we have 
in the pi cept working moderately harder and more efficiently. 

This article states a different case: the case for panic and for a new 
dimension and intensity of effort. This time we may nor win out. 

‘Once again, as in our revolutionary period, we have come upon “times 
that try men’s souls,” only now we are not rising to the danger with the 
spirit of earlier days. Instead, we in America today are like the people 
in the Hans Christian Andersen fairy tale who stood and watched their 
emperor parade naked through the streets, and then turned to one an- 
other to praise the beauty of his clothing. We have seen about us a mul- 
titude of signs pointing directly toward our defeat by Russia; yet we 
have pretended that these did not exist and have turned to one another to 
praise our country’s power and its glorious future. 

Let us remember that the story of history is the story of the rise and 
fall of great nations. One pattern repeats itself over and over again 
wherever the drama is acted out, whether at Babylon or Baghdad, at 
Constantinople or Rome. Always on one side there has been the rich, 
proud, luxuriant nation, smugly confident that everything will work out 
for it. And against it advances the tough barbarian adversary, poorly 
provisioned and shabbily dressed but high-spirited and strong in its 
drive to conquer. 

Today the costumes and the scenery are new, but the actors sound 
strangely familiar. Listen to the lines they speak: ‘We must cast aside any 
morbid pessimism.” Sputnik is only “‘a great propaganda stunt” and 
“nothing for us to worry about.” “Our program was planned, carefully 
planned, a long time ago.” ‘We see the United States in a free world 
today in a stronger position than we have ever been since World War II.” 

Hearing such words, we might shut our eyes and almost imagine that 
we are back in some ancient court, perhaps listening to the boasts of 
Darius and his Persian captains, just before Alexander the Great mas- 
sacred them at Issus. And in our own past, when we were cast in the role 
of the rising nation instead of the smug one, we can recall how the Hes- 
sians held their Christmas revels at Trenton as Washington approached 
by night, or how the British soldiers danced in Vincennes while the tiny 
raiding party of George Rogers Clark struggled toward them through 
forests flooded waist-high with ice-cold water. 

Let us think back to 1945. At that time the U.S. enjoyed power, pres- 
tige and security far surpassing any other nation’s. Russia was a war- 
ravaged land with no atomic bomb and an air force vastly inferior to 
ours. Today the two nations are almost equal. It is true that we are 
still a little ahead, but that is not what is important. What is impor- 
tant is the rate at which the Soviets have been gaining on us. For 12 
years we have watched them increase in military power with a swift- 
ness that is without parallel in the entire record of history—and yet 
this has meant no more to us than rumors of barbarian unrest in the 
provinces must have meant to some fat Roman lolling in the baths 
of Caracalla shortly before the Visigoths sacked his city. 
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PENALTY OF COMPLACENCY among Romans was sack of Rome by Vandals 
in 455 A.D. Author says complacency and softness endanger the U.S. today. 


During these 12 years we have been fed a sort of Pablum news to keep 
us thinking, as Dulles put it in 1955, that the Soviet economy “is on the 
point of collapsing” and that all is going well in our best of all possi- 
ble countries, Our security system has been used time and again to con- 
ceal from the American people vitally important information already 
well known to the Soviets—such as the fact that Russia was test-firing 
ICBMs. Our defense budget has been held obstinately close to $35 billion 
no matter what advances Russia made. Our leaders have acted as though 
it were a sign of merit never to change their minds or admit that they 
had ever made a miscalculation. Only within the last week has there been 
any sign of a real improvement. And even as late as last week, with the 
Soviet satellites passing overhead, defense workers were still being laid 
off in Pentagon economy drives. 

Truly Churchill might repeat to us today the warning he issued to 
England in 1938: **. . . there has been gross neglect and deficiency in our 
nd . . . the terrible words have for the time being been pro- 
nounced against the Western democracies: ‘Thou art weighed in the bal- 
ance, and found wanting.” 

Directly ahead of us we can see the crisis of the ICBM. Right now the 
Soviets have the lead on the ICBM, and the experience of recent years 
shows that when they really set out to produce a new military device: 
they can do it much faster than we can. So almost certainly they are 
going to remain ahead. 

The only defense against the ICBM we are likely to have for some 
years to come is the threat of retaliation, but in a game of threats and

counterthreats, we—as the nation that places the higher value on hu- 
man life—will always be the first to back down. If the Soviet Union 
could be in production with ICBMs 18 months ahead of us, it could 
very likely maneuver us into surrendering without a fight. We could ke 
weakened by stages, and it might be done in such a way that at no one 
point will we feel it sensible to resist at a cost of 100 million lives. 

Here ig how the timetable of disaster might go: 

Stace I: The Soviets demonstrate to the world an accurate ICBM. 
carrying a 20-megaton warhead, but they announce that their inter- 
tions are wholly peaceful, that their past military actions were forced 
on them by the “warmongering” United States, but now that this 
threat is removed they can reveal their true pacific and humanitarian 
nature. They begin reducing the size of their army and announce 
plans to free the satellite countries. 

Stace II: Russia puts pressure on all foreign countries where we 
have bomber bases to make them demand our withdrawal. The So- 
viets state that they will never attack the United States proper unless 
we first attack the Soviet Union, but that, in order to reduce interna- 
tional tensions and promote world peace, they will be forced to de- 
stroy the bases by missiles if they are still occupied teyond a certain 
date. Our allies demand our withdrawal, and we acquiesce. 

Stace III: Russia and China demand the disarmament of the oth- 
er nations of Europe and Asia, one country at a time, for the sake of 
world peace. Nations that obey are rewarded bountifully with econom- 
ic aid and left entirely free. Any nation that resists is devastated, 

Stace IV: The Soviets announce that, although they could now 
easily conquer the world, their only desire is peace. They propose 
world disarmament under U.N. supervision. Our only alternative is 
to fight—without allies or overseas bases—and be destroyed. So we 
disarm, while Russia, being much the most powerful nation in the 
world, is able to manipulate the U.N. inspection to its own ends. 

Stace V: Russia reveals that it still has numerous weapons. It re- 
quires that all the nations of the world enter the Union of Soviet So- 
cialist Republics. The disaster is complete. 

This picture obviously would not be correct in detail. But even if the 
bare outline is plausible, we have cause for the gravest concern. 


A brief reprieve 


ET perhaps we will find a way to survive the approaching ICBM 

crisis. Perhaps Russia will not gain a critical lead, Perhaps even at 
this late date we can start a true crash program and catch up. Then for 
a while there will be a period of deadlock—but only for a while. Few 
predictions seem more certain than this: Russia is going to surpass 
us in mathematics and the physical sciences. For it seems to be one of 
the hard but inescapable facts of life that a nation—like an individual 
—is apt to get the things that it values most. And so we will probably 
continue to have the world’s best TV comedians and baseball players, 
and ina few years Russia will have the world’s best teachers and scien- 
tists. Right now, hard at work in Soviet schools and universities, are 
the youths who 10 years from now will almost certainly enable Russia 
to lead the world in science. 

It is obvious what must happen. If we can catch up in the race for 
the ICBM, then we will immediately find ourselves in a desperate race 
for some new weapon. And if we win that, another will follow. But 
each year Russia will be increasing in scientific strength faster than we 
can, and eventually it will win—perhaps with weapons and defense 
techniques so radically new as to be beyond our present imagining. 

In short, unless we depart utterly from our present behavior, it is 
reasonable to expect that by no later than 1975 the United States 
will be a member of the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, Is it pos- 
sible to believe this prediction? Let us consider the arguments that can 
be advanced against it. We have heard them before: 

This country has been around for a long time. We have been through a 
lot of close scrapes and have always won out in the end. 

But the citizen of Rome at the beginning of the Fifth Century A.D. 
could look back over a peril-filled history of more than a thousand 
years. Yet the end was soon to come. 

Most of the things one worries about never happen anyway. There is 
always somebody warning that the end of the world is coming. But it 
pays to be an optimist. 

‘Always? The pessimistic Jews who fled Germany as Hitler rose to 
power still live, but the optimists are turned to ashes and vapor, and 
there are many former optimists in the slave camps of Siberia. 

We should have faith in our leaders. After all, they are in a position 
to know far more about things than we can know. 

All nations that have perished have had leaders who were in a posi- 
tion to know more about things than the ordinary citizen could know. 

What, then, should we do? Just this: we should each decide what 
we really want most in the world. For that is what we will be likely

to get. What do we want most? A Cadillac? A color television set? 
Lower income taxes?—Or to live in freedom? We will not stay free 
simply by appointing a science coordinator, streamlining the organi- 
zation of our missile program, increasing our defense budget by 4%, 
or 5%, passing a bill for federal aid to education, and similar meas- 
ures—desirable though all these things are. It will be only through 
fundamental changes in our scale of values and our purposes in life 
that we will be able to survive. We will have to learn to be more 
concerned about giving our children a good education than about 
keeping our property taxes low, more concerned about who wins 
the Nobel prize in physics than about who wins the World Series, 
more concerned about whether we will live in freedom than about 
whether we can afford a new car next year. 

What we urgently need—far more than we need teachers, engineers, 
or scientists—are truly great leaders. America is today the richest 
and still (for a little while) the most powerful nation on earth largely 
because two centuries ago a most unusual group of great leaders was 
living here. And America has been declining because we do not have 
such leaders now. To be sure, there are in Washington numerous able 
and conscientious men, far above the level of the average government 
member a century ago, but when we measure them against the great- 
est figures in our past, we cannot help but feel that something is miss- 
ing. Who is there among us today to whom we would want to give the 
role of Father of his Country or assign the writing of a Declaration of 
Independence? Who could play the part of a Franklin or a Hamilton? 


Our urgent needs 


E urgently need the “blood, toil, tears and sweat” kind of 

leadership by which England was saved. We need pessimism 
talks instead of optimism talks, talks to raise our determination in: 
stead of talks to raise the stock market. Instead of hearing Charles 
Wilson say, “Nothing has occurred in the international situation dur- 
ing the past year which would indicate the necessity for any major 
change in [our defense] policies and concepts,” we need to hear some- 
‘one like Woodrow Wilson, who was willing to say, “I would be 
ashamed if I had not learned something in 14 months. The minute I 
stop changing my mind with the change of all the circumstances of 
the world, I will be a back number.” We need defense spending that 
will be determined not by our distaste for taxes but by the horror 
with which we regard the secret police, the torture chambers and the 
slave labor camps of Soviet Russia. 

We have frittered away 12 years while the Communist world has 
been gaining on us, and the time is near when we must decide to set a 
higher value upon liberty than upon luxury—or else to continue along 
the path that has led to the downfall of so many great nations. 

Is it possible for us to see this—see it now, while it is still not too 
Jate? It is true that the fall of Rome was a very long time ago, but h:.ve 
we forgotten already the fall of France and how Hitler danced in che 
Forest of Compiégne? And what has become of Hitler's Thousand- 
Year Reich, and where is the Greater East Asia Co-Prosperity Spher: 
And what about Estonia, Latvi Albania, Bulgaria, Hun- 
gary, Poland, Czechoslovakia . North Vietnam, Tibet, 
North Korea, East Germany and China? 

In all these countries there used to be men and women just as proud 
and confident as we are now.

Lifetime of rocket work gives Army's Von Braun special insight into future 


To no other scientist in the Western world do Russia’s first steps in the 
conquest of space carry such bitter disappointment as to Wernher von 
Braun of Huntsville, Ala., a thoroughly anized German who is 
chief of development at the U.S, Army Ballistic Missile Agency. He is the 
free world’s top practical rocket man and its boldest theoretician of 
space travel. When he was a boy in Berlin, Von Braun tried practical 
rocketry in the municipal dump. At 20 he headed a project in Germany's 
rocket program. At 32, working at Peenemiinde, he built the V-2 missiles 
that plagued England toward the end of the war. In 1945 Von Braun, 
with most of his top scientists, came to the U.S. to work for the Arm 
A tirelessly vocal advocate of tying the U.S. space flight program 


to its military missile effort, he urged in a 1952 speech that the U.S.

UPSET BY SPUTNIK II, VON BRAUN TALKS EARNESTLY ON SPACE PROBLEM IN INTERVIEW WITH “LIFE™ 


PLAIN TALK FROM VON BRAUN 


Lire Reporter Richard B. Stolley con 
ducted a running interview with Dr. von 
Braun the day after Sputnik II had been 
launched. Here are some of his comments: 


ON SPACE-FLIGHT PROBLEMS “It’s been 
said there are so many unknowns in space we 
cannot proceed. The Russians have demon- 
strated clearly that this is untrue. A rocket- 
propulsion expert will tell you there's no sweat 
in solving propulsion problems but the medi- 
cal problem is the barrier. A doctor will tell 
you space flight is medically possible but he 
doesn’t think propulsion can be licked, Many 
of these obstacles will fade away. Look at the 
sound barrier and the heat barrier. Right now 
we're up against the cash barrier, and that one 
doesn’t always fade away so quickly. 


ON MISSILE RESEARCH “The six years be- 
tween 1945-5] are irretrievably lost. The Rus- 
sians are turning out more scientists than we 
are, and good ones too. We could have done 
what they did if we had started in 1946 to in- 
tegrate the space flight and missile programs. 
Our lot has been one crash program after an- 
other. One fine day we suddenly decided we 
had to have an ICBM. It was like telling the 
Wright Brothers to build a B-29.” 


ON PUBLIC RELATIONS “‘Theideal thing is 
to have 100% secrecy and all the money we 
need. When the Kremlin wants ballistic mis- 
siles it tells the scientist to meet the schedule 
and doesn’t worry about public relations, Here 
we must have money and public support. Con- 
gressmen must believe in what we're doing, 
and they won't until the public believes in us, 
so they must be kept informed.” 


ON A SPACE PROGRAM “What this coun- 
try has needed for a long time is a consolida- 
tion of our space program with our weapons 
program. The kids are as space-minded as they 
can be. But before Sputnik it was considered 
bad taste for the military to mention space. 
What business, people said, does the Army or 
Air Force have on the moon? The Russians 
have the carrier to get there. A vehicle that 
can carry 1,200 pounds into orbit can shoot at 
the moon or take televised pictures behind it.” 


ON TRIPS TO MOON “We should be able 
to send men to the moon and back within 25 
years, but only a few selected people who 
could withstand the trip. The moon is a chal- 
lenge very much as Antarctica was. People 
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went there because they thought it would be 
fun, and found uses for it they hadn’t dreamed 
of. The value of discovery becomes clear only 
in the wake of the exploration itself. Colum- 
bus couldn't have predicted what the United 
States would be like today.” 


ON MEN IN SPACE “With existing IRBM 
hardware we could put a man into orbit in a 
year. But don’t ask me how we'd get him back. 
Ifa man would be ready to sacrifice his life by 
being fired into orbit it would answer some of 
the questions about space flight, but even if 
one volunteered we probably couldn't find 
anybody willing to shoot him up there.” 


ON FAN MAIL “I get about 10 letters a day. 
About half come from youngsters who want 
advice on how to become rocketeers. We tell 
them to hit math and physics heavily. One 
lady wrote that God doesn’t want man to 
leave the earth and was willing to bet me $10 
he wouldn’t make it. I answered that as far 
as I knew the Bible said nothing about space 
flight but it was clearly against gambling.” 


ON INTERFERENCE “There is no question 
that despite setbacks the Atlas ICBM will 
work. The people are competent and they will 
succeed. Meanwhile we should declare a mor- 
atorium on obstructive inspections and moni- 
toring by scientific committees and let the peo- 
ple building the Atlas, Titan, Thor, Jupiter 
and Polaris work in peace. I just wish some- 
one had the authority to tell me, ‘All right, 
we'll leave you alone for two years, but if you 
fail we're going to hang you.’” 


ON U.S. AND SCIENCE “The world has giv- 
en me more than I ever asked. But I believe 
something drastic must be done to raise the 
status of scientists in the public eye in this 
country. In Europe a professor is considered 
quite a man. But here, whenever a scientist 
achieves some eminence they throw rocks at 
him. And time and again we see a young man 
start out to be a great rocket engineer. In his 
early 20s he meets the daughter of a used-car 
dealer with a lot of money and no interest in 
science. They talk him out of his academic 
aspirations and he winds up making five times 
as much selling used cars. And we've lost an- 
other scientist. That's where money comes in. 
If money is a criterion of a man’s standing in 
this country, and it seems to be, okay, then 
let's pay the scientists better. We can’t knight 
them, but we can give them more mone:

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MODERN PROPHET 
OF ISRAEL 


After a decade Ben-Gurion still leads his people through a wilderness of constant crisis

ago at the Turkish embassy in Moscow, thereby stopping the 

imminent but quite imaginary Turkish “invasion” of Syria that 
he had been promising, no people were more relieved than the Israelis. 
Whatever it all had meant, whatever Khrushchev’s final intentions to- 
ward Turkey had been, the Israelis could imagine themselves all too 
clearly in the same position. The relief they felt, in fact, contained the 
misgiving that in any future Middle Eastern crisis they might be next. 

The man on whom this concern weighs, most heavily is Prime Minister 
David Ben-Gurion, who has been making most of the decisions for Israel 
since the day the tiny nation came into existence 10 years ago this month. 
On Nov, 29, 1947 the U.N. voted to dissolve Britain's post World War I 
mandate in Palestine and divide the territory into Arab and Jewish states. 
With the principle of Jewish territorial independence established, the 
dream of centuries had come true. A member of the present Israeli gov- 
ernment remembers: ‘People danced in the street, strangers hugged each 
other, everybody was almost crazy-happy. Except Ben-Gurion, that is. 
I think he was the only sad Jew in the world just then. All he could think 
of was the dangers ahead. He looked out of his window and saw the 
people dancing and he was asking, ‘But can we survive?’ ” 

Israel has come a very long way since that time. The ancient land is 
being remade, a whole new society is being created in an atmosphere 
charged with vigor, pride and optimism. But the central question now, 
for this island of 1.7 million Jews in 
a sea of 40 million Arabs, is still the 
one David Ben-Gurion had to ask 
10 years ago: ‘*But can we survive?” 

For 10 years Ben-Gurion has de- 
voted himself (except for one brief 
period) to seeing to it personally 
that this question might never have 
to be answered in the negative. The 
need to survive has been the one 
guiding principle of his government. 
Just 13 months ago it sent Israel's 
army slashing into the Sinai penin- 
sula of Egypt. No doubt there were 
maximum and minimum objectives 
in this campaign. The hopeful max- 
imum included the fall of President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser, the chief or- 
ganizer of Arab hatred against Is- 
rael, and the signing of a treaty with 
Egypt. But the minimum objective 
was simply to buy time. A joint mil- 
itary command had been agreed on 
between Egypt, Jordan and Syria, 
with the expressed purpose of mak- 
ing war on Israel. By destroying the 
Egyptian forces in Sinai, ‘cutting 
off the head of the snake,” Israeli 
military planners believed that they 
could prevent the alliance from be- 
coming operationally effective for 
about a year. 

Now this time has begun to run 
‘out. Egypt has been rearming from 
its Soviet sources. Although Jordan 
has left the tripartite pact, Soviet 
weapons are pouring into Syria and 
President Shukri el Kuwatly has left 
no doubt as to whom he would like

to use them against. “Communism does not threaten our safety,” he 
has declared, “*but Zionism does.” For his part Nasser has said: ‘‘The 
unanimous Arab view is that Israel is the real menace to the Arab coun- 
tries. . .. Egypt will support Syria without limit. . . . 

To some extent this may only be Arab bombast. But the military pow- 
er is there to back it up. And Israel, between the claws of the Egyptian- 
Syrian pincers, is again approaching the moment when a decision may 
have to be made: whether to try again to buy time with a Sinai-like 
massive sortie, perhaps against the Syrians, or instead to rely on guaran- 
ties of safety from the U.N, and other international sources. 

The decision will be made in the end by one man—by Ben-Gurion. 
Not that he is a dictator, as some of his detractors charge. To anyone 
who has been in Israel and seen its moiling democracy in action, the idea 
of a dictatorship of any sort by anyone is an absurdity. As leader of his 
political party, and as Minister of Defense and Prime Minister and de 
facto Foreign Minister, Ben-Gurion attends the Israeli parliament, the 
Knesset, and is subject not only to questioning but to a certain amount 
of outright verbal abuse. Assaulted from the left and right, brought to 
account by the spokesmen for all viewpoints in between (there are 10 
political parties) including that of his own socialistic Mapai party, he is 
protected by the thick skin of a seasoned politician. Yet Ben-Gurion is 
the leader and prophet of modern Israel, and if the people sometimes 
chafe and backslide against his rule, he nevertheless remains for them 
the lawgiver, an almost mystical na- 
tional symbol. This was indicated 
clearly two weeks ago by the pro- 
found concern shown throughout 
the nation when a live hand grenade 
tossed by a crazed young Jew during 
‘a Knesset session narrowly missed 
doing Ben-Gurion serious injury. 
Although one member of the cabi- 
net was badly hurt, the Prime Min- 
ister received only minor wounds in 
foot and arms, to the vast relief of 
all Israelis. 

Ben-Gurion’s exalted status in his 
own country is a matter of consid- 
erable importance to the U.S., for 
the State of Israel occupies a unique 
place in America’s scheme of things. 
Created with the blessing of the U.S., 
sustained and built with the finan- 
cial aid of the U.S. government and 
American Jewry, dependent on this 
aid for the fulfillment of its hopes, 
Israel is an American ward whose 
actions are a matter not only of 
sentimental interest but of immense 
political consequences for us, Al- 
ready, in our relations with the Arab 
countries, we have paid a large price 
because of our reputation as Israel's 
mentor. Yet, as the Sinai episode 
showed, we have no control over 
her policies. The U.S. State Depart- 
ment and U.S. Zionist leaders may 
propose; it still is Ben-Gurion, sup- 
ported by Israeli faith in his judg- 
ment, who will make the decisions. 
Americans of all p2rsuasions will 
do well to know more about him. 
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THE PRIME MINISTER works in his study. Asked to set down his thoughts 
on future, he wrote: ‘The Jewish and Arab nations have a common purpose. 


Ben-Gurion, 71 last October, is a little old hobgoblin of a man with 
bandy legs and a big bald head from which white wings of hair foam 
up surprisingly on each side. The skin of his face is creased and coarse- 
grained and chronically somewhat flushed. He has a beak nose, thin 
and dour lips, and small deep-set eyes which smile easily but concede 
nothing. He makes little effort to please. Indeed, he seems almost to lack 
the capacity for personal relationships. He has no small talk, his 
sense of humor is rudimentary, and he cares little about the serious and 
lively arts that furnish much of the usual conversational media of ex- 
change. There is a good deal about him that is ordinary. His wife Paula, 
who does much of the family cooking (and launders his shirts and does 
his mending), says, ‘It doesn’t matter much to him what he eats so long 
as there’s plenty of it.” In spite of Paula’s watchful care he often man- 
ages to look untidy. Wearing an old sweater under a rumpled suit, he 
could fit the part of the elderly owner of a neighborhood delicatessen. 

Yet somehow, even before he says anything, Ben-Gurion commands

respect by some nimbus of natural dignity that is almost physically a 
part of him. Not only is he the wise patriarch, a figure of particular 
virtue in Jewish life, but in his own character he is a national synthesis 
in whom Israelis of almost every outlook can find part of themselves, 

Ina nation with great respect for learning, Ben-Gurion, although his 
formal education was primitive, is a deeply learned man. He not only 
knows the Greek philosophers but taught himself classical Greek in 
order to reread them in the original;.later, when he became interested in 
the writing of Spinoza, he learned Spanish. He knows political and social 
history, and he has more than a layman’s knowledge of science. But it is 
moral law, the meaning of life as revealed both in philosophy and in the 
great formal religions, that occupies him most. He knows the Jewish and 
Christian religions intimately, of course, and is well acquainted with 
Mohammedanism and Buddhism. His respect for knowledge is coupled 
with a dislike for people who use it pedantically or glibly. ‘One of his 
troubles with Jews in some Western countries,” an aide says, ‘‘is his

distrust of the oversubtle intellectuals whoare often theirspokesmen. He 
looks on such people as time-wasters and obscurers of the main point.” 

This emphasis on practicality is in harmony with the broad streak of 
rationalism that runs through modern Jewish history—a belief in the 
power of physical and social science to bring sense and therefore some 
kind of rough justice into the world. Politically Ben-Gurion has always 


been a socialist, He outgrew doctrinaire Marxism years ago, but the duty , 


of the state to order the greatest good for the greatest number is still a 
matter of conviction with him. In many ways he is a realist, viewing the 
world with a cold eye, counting the odds, manipulating people and 
events with nerveless and ruthless objectivity. Consequently, before 
making his decisions he likes to have mountains of data. One of his 
assistants says, with a quiver of recollection, ‘He explodes if anyone is 
explaining something to him and finishes a sentence with ‘et cetera.” He 
hates intellectual messiness and generalities. One of his favorite expres- 
sions is, ‘It is safer to have a clever enemy than a stupid friend.’ ” 

Yet, with all his appetite for facts, Ben-Gurion comes finally to some 
of his biggest decisions on the basis of a kind of visceral knowledge; and 
this again is something that his people understand. “He is like Disraeli,” 
one of his old colleagues says, ‘tin the way that he knows a lot and has 
a deep understanding, but the magic factor is still Jewish intuition.” 

Even beyond intuition, Ben-Gurion in certain ways indulges in out- 
right mysticism. The place and destiny of the Jews in the world, his own 
role in this destiny—these are in effect matters of revelation, and in an 
earlier time might properly have been accompanied by thunderbolts and 
the whirring of angel wings. They.could still be thought of as “religious” 
except that Ben-Gurion himself is not the least religious in the ac- 
cepted sense. The Jewish Jehovah is to him a figure from mythology. A 
close assistant remembers: ‘One of the most exciting intellectual experi- 
ences of my life was to sit by and listen while B-G and Einstein discussed 
the possible existence of a Supreme Being. They finally decided there was 
some ‘universal truth’ which people have called ‘God,’ although no one 
could say what this might be or what man’s role is in relation to it.” 

Yet probably no rabbi knows the Bible better than Ben-Gurion. He 
keeps the Old Testament on his desk and his speeches are laced with bib- 
lical references. No doubt some of this is done with calculated political 
purpose. But quite aside from this the Bible has three specific important 
meanings for him. One is as a source of moral teaching. Another is as a 
source of Jewish history. The third is as a revelation of Jewish destiny. 

Most certainly Ben-Gurion does not believe that the God of Abra- 
ham, Isaac and Jacob literally promised the land of Israel to them and 
their ‘‘seed,” or that he promised, “‘I will surely assemble, O Jacob, all 
of thee; I will surely gather the remnant of Israel.” But in some emotional, 
extrasensory way he does believe that the Israelites, thrice exiled and 
twice returned, shall be returned again. The Egyptian and Babylonian

captivities are living events to him; Moses and Ezra are his own immedi- 
ate predecessors in the cycle of Jewish wandering and homecoming. 

“There is no present for him,” says one of his associates. “‘There is 
only a continuity of things. He seems to have the power of prophecy be- 
cause he projects his thoughts so far ahead.” It is this sense of history and 
of Jewish destiny that makes it impossible for Western political leaders 
to understand Ben-Gurion fully. For while they think in terms of mere 
centuries, he acts within the context of almost 6,000 years of Jewish his- 
tory and expects his actions to be judged a thousand years from now. 

Ben-Gurion, in short, with his rationality, his zealotry, his social re- 
formism, his moral relativism, his tivism,”” his mysticism and his 
intense emotional attachment to the soil of Israel represents in his own 
person most of the qualities in the Zionist movement that finally brought 
about the creation of the new state. And the state’s potentialities cannot 
possibly be understood apart from the record of his life. 


The beginnings of Zionism 


IONISM—the idea that there ought to be a national home for the 

Jews in Palestine—is both a very old and a rather new idea. Ever 
ce the destruction of the Second Temple and the leveling of Jerusalem 
by Titus in the First Century A.D., religious Jews yearned for the Mes- 
siah who would lead the dispersed nation back to its home. For almost 
2,000 years the talisman greeting remained, ‘*Next year in Jerusalem!” 

The idea of literally “going to Zion” as a practical solution to earthly 
problems, on the other hand, is but little older than Ben-Gurion. By the 


» mid-19th Century a great many Jews had put away their Messianic 


longings and simply wanted to live as normal, fully assimilated citizens 
of the countries where they happened to be. In Western Europe, by and 
large, the Age of Enlightenment had equipped Jew and Gentile to exist 
together harmoniously. In Russia, however, the still-medieval czarist 
government passed severe anti-Jewish laws during the 1870s and *80s 
and encouraged bloody pogroms in which thousands were massacred. 

Among the Russian and Russian-Polish Jews the Terror resulted in 
three main responses. The most conspicuous at the time was emigration, 
especially to America: they came by the hundreds of thousands. An- 
other, which appealed to the more intellectually aggressive, was to merge 
their resentments in the larger social resentments of the masses and aim 
at creating a socialist state, by revolution if necessary. This current pro- 
duced the Trotskys and Kameneys, Zinovievs and Kaganovichs, Still a 
third solution took the form of Hovevei Zion, literally, “‘Lovers of 
Zion,” an organization formed 75 years ago to encourage Jews to set- 
tle in Palestine and to arrange transportation and financing for them. 
These were the first modern Zionists—the first, that is, to count on their 
own earthly efforts to return as Jews to the Promised Land. 

David Green—who, along with many Israeli patriots, later Hebrai- 
cized his name: “‘David Ben-Gurion” simply means ‘‘David, son of 
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your friends would choose for themselves.

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Green” —was born in the time and place that created Zionism. He was 
born in 1886 in Russian Poland in the town of Plonsk, a part of the 
geographical Pale of Settlement in which, by Russian law, the Jews 
of the empire were required to stay. Not far away, in the town of 
Pinsk, a boy named Chaim Weizmann was growing up; he would lat- 
er be Israel’s first president. Indeed, most of the founders and leaders 
of the new state were born and raised in the Pale of Settlement and 
thus shared the sme reasons for their devotion to the idea of Israel. 

The Greens were among the most respected and progressive of 
Plonsk’s large Jewish population. David's grandfather, Zvi Arieh, 
was a leader in spreading liberal social ideas. In turn his son Avigdor, 
David's father, a lawyer of sorts, was among the first to accept the 
new Love of Zion and his house became a meeting place for the 
movement. David grew up with an intense awareness of the currents 
that were stirring in Jewish life in that part of the world. 

When he was I years old the first Zionist Congress was convened 
in Basle, Switzerland by Theodor Herzl. Herzl was a perfect prod- 
uct of the enlightenment. Cultivated, dignified and handsome, he 
was in every sense “assimilated.” He had had little personal aware- 
ness of being a Jew until, as roving correspondent for a Vienna news- 
paper, he covered the trial of Captain Alfred Dreyfus, the French- 
Jewish officer who had been accused falsely of treason. He was pres- 
ent when Dreyfus was officially disgraced, heard the Parisian mobs 
shouting for Jewish blood, and realized with profound shock how 
deeply the poison of anti-Semitism still ran even in the most civilized 
country. He sat down and wrote a soon-famous pamphlet in which he 
made the logical case for the Jews of the world to ‘*... leave this 
unhappy exile and build for ourselves a free Jewish state.” 


A force for political action 


ERZL believed in tackling the problem at the highest level— 
by securing the agreement of the governments concerned and en- 
listing them ina huge resettlement program. But this implied the crea- 
tion of some kind of international Jewish organization with officers 
who could speak for the world’s Jews. Hence he had called the Basle 
meeting, where the delegates created the World Zionist Organiza- 
tion. Thus to the personal action called for by Love of Zion there 
was now added the idea of organized, massive political action. 
Herzl naturally became a boyhood hero to David Green, Yet 
Herzl’s negotiations with kings and prime ministers did not seem to 
accomplish much that was concrete. If anything the reverse was true: 
the Turkish sultan, hardly aware before of Jewish immigration to his 
province of Palestine, had replied by forbidding any more Jews to 
come. As he grew older, David began to lose some of his enthusiasm 
for Herzl’s vision, Familiar from childhood with the ideas of Love 
of Zion, he soon became aware also of revolutionary socialism, which 
he saw as an answer to the evils that afflicted not only the Jews but 
the whole corrupt society around him. Finally he found the synthesis 
of his two impulses in a recently organized group called Workers of 
Zion. Mostly young people like himself, the Workers believed in 
Zionism and socialism, in raising the new and specifically socialist 
Jewish state by the sweat of their brows. In 1906, at the age of 20, a 
small, wiry figure with a shock of black, wavy hair and a commanding 
manner, David Green slipped through the immigration blockade 
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and arrived in Palestine to put his beliefs into practice. He wrote 
later: “*My heart overflowed with happiness, as if | had entered the 
realm of legend. My dream had become a reality!” 

It was indeed a land of legend and little else—a backward Turkish 
province inhabited by roughly a half-million Arabs, most of whom 
lived in tribal or semifeudal squalor. In addition to the Arabs were 
perhaps 50,000 ultrareligious Jews, most of them descendants of a 
medieval sect dedicated to hastening the coming of the Messiah by 
constant prayers. There were also 25,000 or so migrants who had 
trickled in over the years through Love of Zion. These had formed 
a number of Jewish settlements where for the most part they lived a 
rather dispirited and disappointed life. The holy soil had proved gen- 
erally no more fertile, and often less so, than any other, and a great 
many of the migrants had reverted to their urban ambitions of com- 
fort and security. They hired cheap Arab labor to do the hard 
work. Eventually many settlements ran out of both money and zeal 
and became self-pitying dependents of Zionist philanthropies. 

David Green, after recovering from his first exaltation at simply be- 
ing in Zion, found this scéne repellent and swore to change it. Soon 
he was chairman of the Workers’ committee to draw up an official 
party program (which produced among other points a declaration of 
class warfare against the independent Jewish farmers of Palestine!). He 
worked as a farm hand in several settlements and after a time wan- 
dered to Sejera, a little colony in Galilee, far from the area where most 
of the Jewish settlements had been formed. The Sejera farmers had the 
tough spirit of real Zionist pioneers; they employed none but Jewish 
labor, and David settled happily among them as a plowman. 

“Here at last,” he wrote later, “I found the Land of Israel . . . the 
environment that I had sought so long. No shopkeepers or specula- 
tors, no non-Jewish hirelings or idlers living on the labor of others. 
The men plowed and harrowed their fields and planted the seed; the 
women weeded the gardens and milked the cows: the children herded 
the geese on the threshing floor, and rode on horseback to meet their 
fathers in the fields. These were villagers, smelling wholesomely of 
midden and the ripening ear, and burnt by the sun.” 

The metamorphosis of David Green to David Ben-Gurion occurred 
formally in 1910, when he was 24. By then he had left Sejera for 
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Jerusalem, headquarters of the now thriving Workers, and had be- 
come a full-time political organizer and propagandist. For his articles 
in Unity, the party paper, he signed the resonant Hebrew “*Ben- 
Gurion” and thus created the identity he would have from then on, 
His chief collaborator during this time was a young Ukrainian Jew of 
deceptively schoolmasterish appearance, Isaac Ben-Zvi. Now presi- 
dent of the State of Israel, Ben-Zvi had been one of the founders 
of the Workers back in Russia and an organizer of armed defense 
against the pogromists there. He had settled in Palestine shortly after 
David and was a co-editor of Unity, The two friends sat for hours 
at the local cafes, sipping Turkish coffee and planning the future. 

Their boyhood disillusionment with the diplomatic approach to 
Zionism, as propounded by Herzl (who died in 1904) and his succes- 
sors, had been well justified, so it seemed. No amount of talk had 
persuaded the Turkish government to welcome the Jews into Palestine. 
Ben-Gurion and Ben-Zvi decided therefore to try boring from within. 
They would learn the Turkish language, become qualified Turkish 
lawyers, rise to influential positions in the Turkish government and 
then use their influence there to bring about Jewish freedom. 


The young Turks 


CCORDINGLY 1914 and the outbreak of the First World War 
found the two of them in Constantinople as law students—a pho- 
tograph of the time shows Ben-Gurion in his fez, looking as Turkish 
as the grand vizier. Anxious to prove themselves loyal and useful, they 
did everything to encourage Jewish opinion toward the Turkish side. 
Ben-Gurion even wrote articles advocating the creation of a special 
Jewish battalion in the Turkish army. Nevertheless the Turks quite 
rightly suspected their motives and after a few months they were exiled. 
Unwelcome among either the Central Powers or the Allies, the two 
men headed for the neutral U.S. and landed in New York in 1915. 
They were interested, but not fundamentally impressed, by the dem- 
ocratic freedoms under which they found American Jews living: noth- 
ing altered their conviction that, for any Jew, the only real freedom 
lay in Palestfhe in the independent nation-to-be. They spent most of 
their time propagandizing for the Workers and trying to recruit future 
emigrants to the land. It was in the U.S.. in fact, in 1916, that they 
founded the organization called the Hechalutz (“Pioneers”) which did 
so nuch to create new Jewish settlements in the years between wars and 
is still playingsucha big role in opening up Israel's undeveloped areas. 
Between spzzchmaking and pamphicteering, Ben-Gurion found 
time also to pay court to a New Y‘ ‘irl named Paula Munweis, the 
daughter of an immigrant from Minsk. She was a nurse in an East 
Side Jewish hospital nzar where he lived. Although she considered 
herself an American and had only the formal spiritual yearning for 
Zion demanded by her rz‘iz was attracted to the fervid David 
and went along agreeably with his views. They were married at City 
Hall. The future was to bring them a son and two daughters (all mar- 
ried now and living in Isract; they hve 3en-Gurion eight times 
a grandfather). But personal life had to be subordinated to the needs 
of the movement, as Paula, pregnant with their first child, learned 
when Ben-Gurion left with Ben-Zvi to fight against the Turks. 
This reversal was easily accounted for. As Zionists, their interest 
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lay above all in teing on the winning side—the side that would 
remake the maps. After America entered the war in 1917 this was 
almost certain to be the Allied side. Moreover in that same year the 
“political” Zionists—led by Chaim Weizmann, the boy from Pinsk 
who had emigrated to England and become a famous professor of 
chemistry at the University of Manchester—had secured from Brit- 
ain the pledge that ‘His Majesty’s Government view with favor the 
establishment in Palestine of a national home for the Jewish peo- 
ple. . . .” Following this Balfour Declaration the War Office allowed 
the creation of an all-Jewish volunteer force so that the Jews of the 
world could take part at least symbolically in liberating their future 
“national home,” Ben-Gurion and Ben-Zvi became the agents in 
America for this| scheme, which produced three battalions of troops 
known collectively as the Jewish Legion. 

The legion was formed too late to accomplish much in a military 
way, but for Ben-Gurion its very existence was a great political 
opportunity. Some 3,000 of the most militant and dedicated Zionist 
patriots were gathered compactly in their camps. Most were social- 
ists; many would be pioncering in Palestine after the war. 

Ben-Gurion proselytized among them for “working-class unity” 
and due very considerably to his initiative the General Confederation 
of Jewish Labor in Israel—Histadrut—was formed in 1920. Ben- 
Gurion was elected its general secretary, which meant that he was 
its chief organizer and executive. And this remained his job for the 
next 12 years, 

They were decisive years for him and for the future state of Israel. 
Under his guiding and confident hand, Histadrut expanded not only 
numerically but into an astonishing variety of social and economic 
enterprises: banking, health plans, housing, contracting, agriculture, 
marketing, education, insurance, transportation, employment agen- 
cies, theaters and collectives and cooperatives of almost every kind, 
until it became nearly a whole economic system in itself—a ready- 
made economy for the future State of Israel. In due course it also 
developed a strong political organization called the Workers Party 
of Israel, or Mapai, a lineal descendant of the Workers of Zion. Thus 
Ben-Gurion, in his key position, was able to shape decisively the 
economic and political outlines of the new Jewish state in its period 
of gestation, 

Histadrut became the leading force not only inside Jewish Pales- 
tine but in the Zionist organization outside, and this fact was formal- 
ized in 1935 when Ben-Gurion was elected chairman of the Jewish 
Agency, the executive body of the World Zionist Organization. He 
remained in that job through all the next complicated and trying 
years—of rising Arab nationalism, of Naziism, the Second World 
War, the postwar diplomatic battles with the British and physical 
battles with Arabs. And thus it was not only fitting but almost in- 
evitable that at the end of those years, when the State finally was 
proclaimed, it should be Ben-Gurion who would proclaim it and 
lead the new government as prime minister. 


‘Private enterprise and national contro! 


T has been roughly half his lifetime since the creation of Hista- 

drut with himself as its head, the decisive event from which the 
rest of his career stemmed. Naturally, experience has changed his 
outlook on some things. Notably, the crusading socialist with the 
ideas of ‘‘class warfare” is gone. He still is deeply attached to the idea. 
of the communal settlements, called kibbutzim, where socialism is 
practiced in extraordinarily pure and complete form. But he also 
believes now in the usefulness of capitalistic ideas and has declared, 
“Both private enterprise and national control are essential for the 
fulfillment of Zionism.” The years have mellowed his personality, 
too, adding a degree of sympathy and personal thoughtfulness to 
his zealous nature. Far from making him vain, power has given him 
modesty. He is touched when sometimes an overexcited admirer looks 
on him as the Messiah, but he is quite aware of his own fallibility 
and is annoyed by any attempt to make him seem anointed with 
special status or divine wisdom. 

In looking back over Ben-Gurion’s life, however, the striking 
feature has been not the change in his character but the relative lack 
of change: the degree to which, in so many of the most important 
things, he has remained so very consistent. His ideas on the subject of 
immigration to Zion, for instance, have not altered to any noticeable 
extent in 50 years, In 1908 he wrote to his father, “Settlement on the 
land is the only Zionism I know. All the rest is a waste of time.” Last 
summer, hurling his contempt in the teeth of American Jews who 
have a sentimental interest in Israel and support the Zionist organiza- 
tions but who prefer to live in America (less than 5,000 of them have 
been “‘ingathered’), he said: “There seems to be general agreement 
that a Jew can live in America, speak and read English and bring up 
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his children in America and still call himself a Zionist. If that is 
Zionism, | want no part of it.” 

This dogmatism has been the source of many troubles. It has alien- 
ated potential friends of Israel among both Jews and Gentiles, and 
quite understandably it has alarmed the surrounding Arab peoples, 
who foresee that a steadily expanding Israeli population must even- 
tually burst the present Israeli borders. It has brought painful internal 
problems too. Lacking facilities to house, feed and employ the swarms 
of arrivals, Israel has had to be a chronic beggar and borrower (with 
a budgetary deficit this year of $350 million). Socially the “tingather- 
ing” has mingled civilizations, languages, customs, skin colers, ed- 
ucational levels, and even religious beliefs in such a hodgepodge in 
such a short time that the local saying is, “Israel isn’t a melting pot— 
it's a pressure cooker.” 

Yet this steadfast policy has paid off in the hardest of coin. With- 
out the many years of illegal immigration under the Turks and Brit- 
ish there would not have been a State, and without the massive later 
inflow the State would in fact be less strong militarily and politically 
than it now is. This year there will be another 100,000 immigrants. 
Every healthy one, so far as Ben-Gurion is concerned, will be another 
pair of hands to carry a gun in defense of Israel's borders; while every 
new one, healthy or not, old or young, from the fair German Jew to 
the black-brown Indian Jew, is above all else a Jew who will add 
another particle of Jewishness to the land, making it just that much 
harder for the Arabs to attempt to liquidate Israel as a nation or to 
prevent its rebirth in case of a temporary defeat. 

There is another significant way in which Ben-Gurion has been 
consistent through the decades. He has never put his faith in the good 
intentions of others as a shield for Israel. 

“Israel will stand or fall by what is achieved in Israel,” he has de- 
clared, “‘not by what is said abroad. ... We need not therefore be 
too disturbed by unpleasant declarations and utterances of foreigners. 
History is made by deeds, not by words. Israel is sole arbiter within 
her own territory because she alone is willing to give her life to defend 
that territory.” 

These hard, proud and, some would think, unrealistic words were 
spoken a year before the Sinai campaign. When the present writer 
asked, after that campaign, why he had not relied for protection on 
U.N. action and the U.S.-British-French declaration of 1950 guaran- 
teeing Israel's borders, Ben-Gurion’s answer was: “‘In 1948 when the 
Arabs attacked us the U.N. passed resolutions and did nothing to 
save us. It would have done the same thing again. As for America, 1 
don’t doubt the good intentions there, but before you would do any- 
thing you would want to talk about it among yourselves and with 
your allies. By that time our capacity to defend Israel could have been 
destroyed. | could not take that chance! 

Nor, one may be quite sure, will Ben-Gurion take a chance if he 
feels that the growing power of the Syrians and Egyptians presents a 
clear and present danger. 

Ben-Gurion believes that real peace is a long way off for Israel. 
In his view it will not come, indeed, until **a whole new generaticn of 
Arab leaders has grown up” and until the Arabs learn demecracy and 
ideas of Western progress. Israel itself, he feels, is in the best position 
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to teach them because it can do so by direct example. ‘The job of 
our generation is survival,” Ben-Gurion says, but survival by his defi- 
nition means more than simply keeping militarily strong; it means 
pushing forward to develop Israel into a Middle Eastern showpiece 
of education, culture and prosperity. The Arabs need not fear that 
Israel will have to expand its borders because: ‘Everything can be 
done with what we have. Size is no impediment if you use your 
brains—and we have brains as good as any.” 
] 


Deliverance from the wilderness 


SRAEL's future development, Ben-Gurion is deeply convinced, 
lies in the southern half of the country, the arrow-shaped 
“Negev” pointing toward the Gulf of Aqaba, an arm of the Red Sea, 
and tipped there by the port of Elath (see map, page 168). The Negev 
ranges in terrain from semidesert to desert and stony mountains. A 
large part of it lies within the biblical ‘wilderness’ where Moses and 
the children of Israel wandered, and it has other and even more stirring 
associations, Beersheba, the chief town of the semi-arid northern 
reaches, was founded by Father Abraham himself, so the Bible says. 
Here were enacted the dramas of Isaac and Ishmael, and of Jacob and 
Esau. In the very south, in the stony mountains near Elath, lay the 
fabled mines of King Solomon, which helped support him “tin all 
his glory” during ancient Israel's golden age. 

The area has always fascinated Ben-Gurion, and he has doted on 
such prophetic yisions as Isaiah's: . in the wilderness shall 
waters break out, and streams in the desert... . And a highway 
shall be there, and a way, and it shall becalled The Way of Holiness. . . 
the redeemed shall walk there.” The prophet Jeremiah’s sour note 
notwithstanding (*‘The cities of the south shall be shut up—and none 
shall open them"), Ben-Gurion has done everything possible to en- 
courage settlers to go there. In 1953, when he retired from politics 
for an interval of rest and meditation, he set the example himself by 
going to Sde Boker, a kibbutz 30 miles south of Beersheba. Here he 
and Paula lived very much as the other settlers did, taking their turns 
at the communal chores. Ben-Gurion himself helped care for the 
sheep and tended the weather station. They still go to Sde Boker for 
holidays and regard their rough little cottage there, with its sunbaked 
yard and a few exhausted-looking saplings, as their true home. 

Ben-Gurion has so far found no adequate way to create ‘‘streams 
in the desert” using available fresh water sources. But they will come, 
he is sure, when the scientists at the Weizmann Institute near Tel Aviv 
discover an economical way to extract salts from sea water. Then 
great pumping stations on the Mediterranean and the Red Sea will 
send rivers pouring through aqueducts to the needy soil; and “Then 
shall the lame man leap as an hart, and the tongue of the dumb sing. 
... And the parched ground shall become a pool. . . .” 

Meanwhile the minerals of the Negev already make it a significant 
source of national income. The “land whose stones are iron, and out 
of whose hills thou mayest dig brass” still contains large amounts of 
iron and copper, as well as phosphates, gypsum, marble and granite, 
glass sand and asphalt. A small amount of oil has been found, and 
fairly substantial amounts of uranium-bearing ores. Some of these 
assets are being worked now—King Solomon's copper mines are 
back in production after a lapse of thousands of years—but the real 
exploitation of the area awaits thorough exploration and a big pro- 
gram of capital investment. The process can be speeded up now that 
Elath is open as a usable port. 

To Ben-Gurion, this was the great achievement of the Sinai cam- 
paign. As noted before, the first and minimum objective of the epi- 
sode was simply to buy time; but when it succeeded so brilliantly and 
Israel was left with large territorial gains, the temptation was to make 
some of them permanent. Ben-Gurion withdrew from them all at the 
U.N.’s demand because he had President Eisenhower's tacit promise 
that the Strait of Tiran would be maintained as an international 
waterway and Israel would at last be able to make use of Elath. 
“‘When that happened,” he told this writer, “‘our future was secured. 
Gaza and the other things were much less important to us.” 

With Elath, he points out, Israel can become a crossroads of world 
commerce: “From the standpoint of world transport, the Negev re 
sembles the Suez Canal; it serves as a bridge between the world’s two 
shipping regions, the Mediterranean route to the Atlantic Ocean and 
the Red Sea route to the Indian and Pacific Oceans.” East and West 
will meet here commercially, ethnically and culturally: “We already 
have the chance to draw on many different cultures because of our 
‘ingathering.’ Our geographical position makes us belong to both 
the East and the West. We will take the best of everything and make 
something entirely new under the sun.” 

This grand design begins to pulse with life as Ben-Gurion talks. 
“Come back in 10 years. You won't know this country. Elath will be 
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one of the world’s great ports. Railroads and highways will connect 
it with Haifa and with the big new port we'll build on the Mediter- 
ranean south of Tel Aviv. We'll have a big pipeline, maybe two or 
three of them, carrying oil from the tankers at Elath to the refineries. 
There will be a bigger tonnage of goods and materials passing through 
the Negev than there is now going through Suez. Beersheba will be 
a city of 200,000 people. Beautiful villages will line the way from 
Beersheba to Elath. Sde Boker will be in the midst of a forest of trees 
—no more dust there. We will have atomic power. With science and 
diversified agriculture we can very easily support the four million 
people we'll have by then, People may call me a crazy dreamer, but 
what I’m saying isn’t nearly as fantastic as what we've already accom- 
plished. If someone says, ‘You must face facts,’ | answer, ‘We will 
transform the facts.’ We will make miracles. Because the human mind 
and the heart—these are the sources of miracles, the power of Man’s 
thought and the boldness of his spirit.” 


Assistance from the Arabs 


T is an irony, he thinks, that the encircling Arab hostility would 

help rather than hinder the fulfillment of this vision, just as it 
helped Israel become a nation, ““The Arabs created the necessary psy- 
chology among us, the spirit to make people lay down their differ- 
ences for the common interest. They made us build up our army and 
demand military service of every young person, and the army has 
been our great force for education and discipline and synthesis. The 
Jews from Yemen, the Moroccan Jews, the Iraqi, the Kurds, all these 
young people, some of them almost.savages perhaps, come into the 
army and learn Hebrew, they learn our history, how the state was 
made, what it is all about, and they come out Israelis! 

“So we can thank the Arabs in a way. But they have helped enough, 
if you please! We want peace. We have all these reporters and radio 
and television people in and out of here. | want Israel some day 
to make nothing but very dull news—news about building roads, 
opening factories, and increasing the yield of our milk cows and 
our laying hens, and people raising families and having grandchil- 
dren. Oh, we would like to think no more about war and be the 
world’s absolutely dullest country!”
